The News filed. a brief which

Writing in the New York 
Times, Arthur Krock called the 
hearings an “assault on the free- 
dom of the press.” Mr. Krock, 
who devoted an irate column to 
the Congress action, said in part: 
“The consequence is that spread 
at great length on a public rec- 
ord and circulated in the press 
and on the radio, are accusations 
against a newspaper which, even 
if true, have no legal standing.

16,500 Jews Got Visas 
In 11 Months—British

Policy Association luncheon at the Waldorf-Astoria this week 
booed and hissed Dr. Khalil Totah, executive director of the 
Institute of Arab-American Affairs, when he stated that “the 
great contribution of Zionism to the Holy Land has been blood- 
shed ever since Zionism began.” He was also booed when he 
stated that only ten percent of American Jews are Zionists. 

Dr. Totah shared the platform with Dr. Nahum Goldman, 
Jewish Agency representative in the United States, who stated 
that the Agency executive’s proposal for a Jewish state in a 
partitioned Palestine would enable both Jews and Arabs to live 
their own lives and cooperate to build “one of the greatest 
centers of human civilization in the world.” The Arab spokes- 
man asserted that “Zionism means war” and that the Arab 
world would over-run the Jewish community in Palestine if 
the Zionists did not withdraw their demands.

THE MAJOR SHARE of the credit for the heroic effort which 
made our colonization so wonderful is due to Labor Zionism. The 
major share of the bumbling which makes our diplomacy so lousy 
~-ditto. To be sure, Labor Zionism tries to deny that other fac- 
tions in Zionism have also done something, and the majority party 
within Labor Zionism is pretty stingy about allotting credit to 
the minority Labor Zionist groups. As for our Lousy Diplomacy, 
Labor Zionism has some important allies in other groups. But it 
is Labor that has kept them in office. But for the sake of sim- 
plicity, let us sum it up: Colonization—marvelous; diplomacy— 
lousy. Labor Zionism is mainly responsible for both. 

I don’t know exactly how much Berl Locker has accomplished 
in colonization. But for a flop in Zionist diplomacy he is tops. Berl 
Locker, so typical a Poale-Zionist that if anyone wanted to write 
a satire on Poale-Zion, he’d pick Berl as the prototype, Berl Locker 
was for several years the Zionist Ambassador tg the British Labor 
Party. For years he fed the Jewish public on great expectations: 

™ Just wait until our friends in the British Labor Party sweep into 
power.” 

Well, here is British Labor in power, and here is Berl Locker 
in New York. There he stood in front of us, at a press confer- 
ence, telling the same old humorous stories, making the same 
old wisecracks and so smug and self-satisfied about his superior 
statesmanship and wisdom that Nahum Goldman might well blush 
with envy—if Nahum Goldman could blush.

BERL LOCKER does. not ever seem to know his diplomacy 
flopped. There was nothing in his tone to suggest that we are 
faced with a situation which requires of us a thorough examina- 
tion of our methods and approach. Oh, no! Berl was so disdainful 
of anybody who dares question the party line. Some people say 
the Jewish Agency should not have offered the partition plan, 


on its merits? Berl told a spicy and clever story which had no 
bearing on the matter but which was funny and dismissed the 
argument with hauteur: “Some statesmanship!” 

The wisdom of that criticism reminded me of the Jews in the 
small town of Kasrilevka described by Sholem Aleichem who dis- 
missed with the same hauteur the story told them by a traveler 
from Moscow about railway trains. They were sure it was a 
swindle, and some of them put their hands to their heads. No 
doubt, the drivers in Kasrilevka who took travelers to nearby 
towns in their covered wagons, being experts in transportation, 
were the greatest skeptics about the story of carriages running 
on rails without horses. ... 

However, these uncomplimentary remarks concern only the 
diplomacy of Berl Locker. They need not be taken to apply to 
his character, personality or present mission to this country. 

BERL’S CHARACTER is, to the best of my knowledge, be- 
yond reproach. His personality is pleasing. His present mission 
to America is most worthy. : 

Berl Locker’s present mission to America is to help raise an 
adequate fund for cultural and political work of Labor Zionism 
in this country. A most worthy cause. 

The opposite numbers of American Labor Zionists in Palestine 
have built up the country. Their youngsters in this country repre- 
sent the finest Jewish youth in America. Until quite recently 
the American Labor Zionists were sound asleep—except for play- 
ing politics, basking in the reflected glory of the Histadruth in 
Palestine and of Hayim Greenberg in America and trading on the 
apathy and inactivity of General Zionists. They carried on, or 
thought they carried on, very much as they used to thirty years 
ago; they sat on theix youth organization and did nothing to ex- 
pand their own ranks. 

Suddenly the General Zionists in this country woke up with 
a bang and presented some formidable competition. When that 
became evident, the Labor Zionists in this country finally woke up, 
too, snarling and spluttering at the annoyance at first, but now 
getting into line to do something to meet the compeition and the 

. challenge of their undisputed hegemony. They refurbished and 
re-simonized their organization; they took in their youth and 
gave them a voice in running the show. They trebled their mem- 
bership and they are still going strong. And now they have cul- 
tural projects, too. 

I hope their cultural projects will provide an incentive to the 
ZOA to meet their competition in that field. That is one field in 
which it ought not to be difficult for any organization to get a 
head start on the ZOA.

I COULD TELL YOU a lot more about the diplomatic boners of 
some of the best of our leaders from Palestine. But, though I 
myself am not a statesman but a journalist who prides himself 
on being the most undiplomatic person in Jewry, I sometimes 
defer to judgments of diplomats who assure me that my persistence 
m telling the blunt truth may do harm at the moment.

Moshe Sneh wants a united General Zionist 
body because he is afraid that if General Zionists are not united, 
they will split two ways: pro-labor and anti-labor, and militant 
and moderate, with the two divisions hopelessly criss-crossing one 
another and producing chaos. 

A divided General Zionist body of delegates at the coming 
Congress will produce chaos at the Congress. Sneh wants all Gen- 
eral Zionists to be united around a platform of pro-labor policy 
socially and militant Zionism politically. General Zionists should 
then form a coalition, primarily with Labor Zionsm, and also 
with Mizrachi and other groups that may be attracted to a pro 
gram of co-operation. 

Sneh is opposed to any attempt to purge or liquidate anybody 
who has it within him to make any contribution to the Zionist 
cause. Compromises must be made and personal or group griev- 
ances subordinated. A synthesis must be effected of all parties 
within Zionism so as to present a common united front of militant 
Zionism to the outside world. 

SUCH, IN BRIEF, is the essence of the message given me by 
Moshe Sneh over the telephone on Sunday morning, Nov. 17, as 
he was preparing to take flight for Palestine that day. I tele. 
phoned him for a message to American Zionists after most of my 
column had already been written. Yet there is a connection between 
what he told me and what the two Gentile pro-Zionists above 
mentioned told me.

The First Jew at Cambridge 
AMES JOSEPH SYLVESTER, the first Jew to at- 
tend an English university, attained high honors 
at Cambridge in 1837, but was not allowed to grad- 
uate till thirty-five years later because of his legal 
disabilities as a Jew. 

While at Cambridge, Sylvester stood out as an 
able mathematician and was made second Wrang- 
ler, the second highest honor in mathematics. His 
degree was not conferred, till 1872, years after the 
Jews Disabilities Bill had granted political eman- 
cipation to the Jews of England. 

This case is typical of similar occurrences of that 
time. In 1847 the first Jew, Baron Lionel de Roth- 
schild, was elected to Parliament, but could not 
take his seat, though twice re-elected, till 1858, be- 
cause he had refused to take the usual Christian 
oaths.

Rogge, who made four talks in 
Detroit, said Coughlin, once the 
radio priest of the Shrine of the 
Little Flower at Royal Oak, in 
the summer of 1939 sought as. 
sistance from the Nazis in his 
fight against President Roosevelt 
and the Jews. 


Sought Aid From Nazis 


At a press conference detailed 
charges against Coughlin un- 
covered in his trip to Nurenberg 
where he studied captured Nazi 
foreign office documents. Rogge 
charged that Coughlin sent an 
emissary to see Hitler and Von 
Ribbentrop to appeal for Nazi 
aid in support of Christianity to 
help “Coughlin in his campaign 
against Roosevelt and the Jews.” 

“If I had known of Coughlin’s 
activities with the Nazis, at the 
time we prepared the indictment 
against the 29 seditionists, I 
would have indicted Coughlin, 
too,” Rogge said. 


Rogge to Continue Fight 


After his talk, Rogge said he 
would complete his speaking tour 
Dec. 3 and then return to New 
York where he will go into pri- 
vate law practice. He said he in- 
tended to keep fighting “the 
threat of democracy to the Amer- 
ican way of life” and that he 
might run for political office if 
a spot came along in which he 
could eontinue his fight.

O’Connor

I was in my office conducting a 
class in Mishnayes when the dis- 
cussion was interrupted by the 
ringing of the telephone. It was 
the hospital chaplain, a Catholic 
priest, asking me to the hospital 
at once to take care of an emer- 
gency situation. In fifteen min- 
utes I was at the bedstide of a 
boy whose nameplate identified 
him as James J. O’Connor, Jr. 
Religion—none, It was apparent 
that the boy was very sick. I 
coud not imagine the reason for 
my mission until the boy opened 
his eyes and asked, “Are you the 
Jewish chaplain?” I nodded my 
heard. “Are you an Orthodox 
Rabbi?” he asked further. “Yes” 
I answered. He closed his eyes 
and was silent for a long time. 
He motioned to me to sit down 
as he desired to tell me some- 
thing. “Rabbi,” he began, “I 
never had any religion. I am 
Jewish, and have always been 
proud to be a Jew. I have never 
been Bar Mitzvah, I want to be 
Bar Mitzvah.” He closed his eyes 
and spoke no more. I came to 
his bedside several days in suc- 
cession until he was well enough 
to speak. Nothing in his record 
indicated his ancestry. Finally, 
he unfolded to me his story—a 
story typical of American life. 
He came from one of those as- 
similated Jewish families where 
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religion played no part. His 
grandfather came to this country 
in the 1870s and made a fortune. 
His name was Sam Cohen. When 
his gon went to law school Mr. 
Cohen decided that he didn’t like 
that name any more and Cohen 
became O’Connor. As he prosper- 
ed he became further alienated 
from his people. When he died 
he was buried in a. Jewish cem- 
etery where amongst the Cohens 
—Bernsteins—and all the “skys” 
lies a “John O’Connor.” His son, 
the lawyer, had a good practice, 
and became richer. When little 
James J. O’Connor was born he 
found himself in a home where 
neither Judaism nor Christianity 
had made any inroad. He married 
the daughter of a Presbyterian 
minister. “You see, Rabbi, my 
parents never had any religion 
and neither did I. My father did 
not believe in his religion and my 
mother in hers. I had no religion 
at all. At 18, I graduated college 
summa cum laude and religion 
never bothered me. I never missed 
it.” Then came the war and 
James J. was drafted with mil- 
lions of other Americans. On his 
record, he indicated “no religion.” 
He knew he was Jewish because 
at one time he went with his 
family for a visit to the Jewish 
cemetery. He was sent to Eng- 
land. Everyone went to chapel— 
Catholics, Protestants and Jews. 
He felt very strange. His name 
was Irish but his heart Jewish. 
He found within himself a con- 
flict until one day he bunked with 
one “Joey,” a Jewish boy from 
the East Side. Joey would get 
up very early every morning and 
put on something which was 
called Tefilin. Joey told him a 
story about going to a Hebrew 
school, then to a Yeshivah and 
how, when he became 13 years 
of age he became Bar Mitzvah. 
He described the Synagogue 
scene, the party that followed 
and then, that the little bag with 
the Tefilin never leaves his sides. 
He wears them in combat. Some- 
how they seem to save him. Let 
him continue, “It was in the 
Bulge, Joey and I were always 
together, we were in a fox hole. 
Bullets were flying around us. 
We were surrounded by death 
and destruction. I was scared— 
Joey wasn’t. We knew it was 
curtains. Then it came. The Jer- 
ries were closing in on us. Joey 
wasn’t scared. Something fell in- 
to the fox hole. Joey was blown 
to pieces. I was left. Now I am 
here. Rabbi, I want to become a 
Jew—I want to become Bar 
Mitzvah and put on Tefilin. Can 
I become Bar Mitzvah?” He be- 
came delirious and was in a 
coma for several days. I visited 
him and hoped and prayed he 
would survive. It was much later 
that he spoke again. “Rabbi, I 
want to become Bar Mitzvah, I 
want to go to Chapel. I want to 
be like Joey—a good Jew.” He 
was improving daily. I spent 
many days with him. He knew 
the “Mode Ani” and the “Krias 
Shema.” I told him many stories 
old and new about our saints 
and teachers who gave their lives 
upon the altar of religion for 
their people—for the right to wor- 
ship as they saw fit. He began to 
sit up and become very insistent 
on becoming Bar Mitzvah. Final- 
ly on a Thursday morning the 
doctor approved. We wheeled him 
into the chapel where we had 
a Minyan. We took out the Torah 
from the ark—it was the first 
Torah. that James J. ever saw. I 
called him to the Reader’s Table 
—Abraham ben Abraham. In 
trembling words he recited the 
prayer, After the service schnap- 


pes and cake were served in my 
office and now for the first time 


James J. O’Connor, Jr., felt that 
he was a Jew; for the first time 
he felt full and happy. He no 
longer permitted me to call him 
Jimmy but insisted on being 
called Abie. It seemed that a 
complete transition had taken 
place. The Shechina seemed to 
rest on him. He became a hap- 
pier man after that. He was im- 
pressed with the adage of our 
sages “Bemokom shebaalei_te- 
shuva omdim ain zadikim , Be- 
murim yecholim laamod.” I felt 
the change that had taken place. 
I brought him a “talis katon” and 
taught him how to put on Te- 
fillin. Abie gradually became 
healthier and healthier. He often 
discussed with me his future. He 
did not know what attitude his 
parents would take to his new 
idea nor did he care. Several days 
later, I met his parents. Mr. 
O’Connor, except for the name, 
appeared to be a typical Jew— 
nose and all. Mrs. O’Connor was 
a beautiful woman—real nordic. 
We had a conference in my of- 
fice where there was unfolded a 
picture typical of Jewish life in 
the early years of this century— 
no yeshivahs, no Young Israels, 
no centers but only the old syna- 
gogue with all its trimmings— 
spittoons, disorder, commercial- 
ism and all. Religion was asso- 
ciated with the old decrepit— 
nothing modern—turmoil, noise, 
everyone talking at the same 
time. 

When Mr. O’Connor was young 
he went for a few months to an 
old fashioned Talmud Torah 
where he received more coporal 
punishment than spiritual nour- 
ishment. As a result he and his 
family became alienated from 
Jewishness and developed a psy- 
chosis to anything Jewish. This 
increased as the years went by 
until Mr. O’Connor felt no longer 
that he was Jewish. We spent 
many days together in camp, Mr. 
O’Connor attended several of my 
services conducted in Young Is- 
rae] style with his wife and son. 
He watched his son put on Te- 
filin in the morning. He said 
nothing. After awhile, I found 
that he had tears in his eyes. 
The hard-hearted corporation 
lawyer was awakening. As he 
left camp he squeezed my hand 
and thanked me. He said to me 
“the doctors tell me that you 
saved my son from sure death. 
You gave him a purpose in life. 
How may we reward you?” I, of 
course, told him that my reward 
had already been received by the 
happiness which I brought to his 
boy and that was my mission in 
life. Before leaving camp, our 
boy Abraham knew how to daven 
as I spent a great deal of time 
with him. When he left camp 
I gave him the addresses of sev- 
eral synagogues in his commun- 
ity—of each “denomination,” 
Orthodox, Conservative, Reform. 
I asked him to try to get his fa- 
ther to go with him and perhaps 
over a long period of time we 
may be able to do something with 
him, 

Sooner than I expected I had 
visitors in my camp. They were 
Mr. and Mrs. O’Conner. He 
showed me a newspaper clipping 
showing that his name was no 
longer O’Connor but was again 
Cohen. He asked me to make 
him a Bar Mitzvah and to convert 
his wife to Judaism. We had a 
big Bar Mitzvah party with the 
usual touches, “today you are a 
Jew.” After intensive training, 
Mrs. O’Connor, now known as 
Mrs. Sarah Cohen, also became a 
Jewess according to the laws and 
tenets of Israel. Mr. Cohen re- 
tired from practice and moved 
away from New York. I visited 
his home several months later, 
found Bmezuzahs on the doors 
and a Kosher home. They have be- 
come real Jews. “You know, Rab- 
bi,” said Mr. Cohen on my last 
visit, “it wasn’t my fault nor my 
parents’ faults. I am a product 
of the times. In my youth I only 
knew the old fashioned Synago-

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Few U. S. Jewish Homes Run Risk Of Italian Families Of Middle Ages.

This is the first of a series of articles to run auring 

Jewish Books Month. 

N the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries in some 

Italian cities there were censors who visited 
Jewish homes in search of Jewish books. When such 
books were found they were confiscated and burned. 
Sometimes the owners of such boks were fined, or 
otherwise punished. 

The fanatics, who hated Jews and Judaism knew 
that the Jewish book kept the Jew alive. It helped 
him withstand persecution and contumely. The book 
was his consolation and his salvation. Knowing this, 
his enemies destroyed his books when they could 
not destroy the Jew himself. 

ONE OFTEN WONDERS how many Jewish 
homes in America own Jewish books. Judging by 
the total circulation of such books very few Jewish 
homes would run any risk in America, if such cen- 
sors were allowed in this country. With some five 
million Jews in the United States, there must be 
something like one million and a quarter Jewish 
homes. There are of course single Jewish persons 
who may also be expected to own Jewish books. If 
one-tenth of that number of potential Jewish book 
buyers would buy Jewish: books, publishers would 
vie with one another for the privilege of bringing 
out such books. But this is not the case. 

Until recently very few general publishers in- 
dulged in the luxury of publishing Jewish books. 
I don’t mean books by Jewish authors. Of these 
there were always a satisfactory number. But very 
few of them cared to write on Jewish subjects. 
I am not refering to caricatures of Jews—kindly 
caricatures, if you please. Or books in which the 
Jewish author almost swallows whole legends and 
miracles of the Christian ecclesiastical world. Or 
where the same author in writing about Paul takes 
pains to show that every decent Jew in the days of 
Paul accepted Christianity and every unspeakable 
Jew remained true to the faith of his fathers. Or 
abominations like “Jews Without Money” or “A 
Jew In Love.” Such books are written by men who 
were born Jews but their books are certainly not 
Jewish. 

I AM CONCERNED with Jewish books. One need 
hardly define these. Books are so unlike art or mu- 
sic which necessitate definitions and discussions to 
prove that there is Jewish music or Jewish art. 
General publishers have been fighting shy of pub-i 
lishing Jewish books. The situation has improved a 
bit, but it is still far from satisfactory. Neither pub- 


lishers nor authors get rich on Jewish books. Until 
very recently Jewish publishers, and normal persons 
have too many fingers on either hand to enumerate 
all the Jewish publishers in America, expected au- 
thors to guarantee publication. Even at this time 
in the world’s history Jewish publishers hardly dare 
advertise. They are fearful lest the outlay will not 
be justified since so few Jews buy Jewish books, 

Authors who could write worth while Jewish 
books can hardly afford to do so. They have to live. 
If they want to devote themselves to Jewish letters 
they must give a good deal of their precious time 
to all sorts of jobs to earn their daily bread. They 
can then devote a margin of their leisure to writing. 

I could name more than one Jewish author who 
could make valuable contributions to the literature 
of the Jews in America, if they did not have to 
earn their livelihood in other ways than writing 
Jewish books. The American Jewish community is 
the loser by this waste of talent. 

NOW, WHAT CAN WE DO to correct the situa- 
tion? There are some three hundred Jewish com- 
munity centers in America. They could do much to 
encourage and to foster the distribution of Jewish 
books. This is not a theory. I came across such an 
experiment in Perth Amboy, N. J. The Center has 
a Jewish book and gift shop. Jews have become 
accustomed to come to that shop for their gifts for 
all occasions, The Center brings Jewish culture into 
the Jewish home. Perth Amboy is a small Jewish 
community. Yet its center sells thousands of Jewish 
books annually. I could hardly believe it when my 
publisher told me that the Perth Amboy Jewish 
Center sold four hundred copies of “Americans All” 
in a few months. 

When I addressed the Jewish Center in that com- 
munity I noticed how people browsed in the Jewish 
book and gift shop. They actually bought books. 

Suppose three hundred Jewish centers did this 
sort of thing. Suppose each center sold one thousand 
Jewish books a year. What a lift this would give 
writers of Jewish books and how it would encourage 
publishers of such books! There are more than three 
hundred Reform congregations in the United States. 
If each congregation opened a department for the 
distribution of Jewish books, what a boon that would 
be to the work of these congregations. It would 
broaden the Jewish horison of their members. Each 
of these congregations has a_ sisterhood and a 
brotherhood or men’s club. These could encourage 
the sale of Jewish books. In ‘one small community 
in Massachusetts a Sisterhood is doing a fine job of 
Jewish book distribution.

for the purpose of Allied intel- 
ligence and Jewish rescue. Dr. 
Sereni came from a 
distinguished old Jew- 
ish family in Rome. 
He was one of the 
leading supporters of Eliahu Go- 
lomb, chief of the Hagana, which 
did so much to aid Britain during 
the war. Sereni was parachuted, 
wearing a British uniform, into 
northern Italy in the spring of 
1944 upon an Allied military and 
Jewish mission for the special 
purpose of organizing Italian re- 
sistance and of rescuing surviv- 
ors, but was captured by the Ger- 
mans. He was sent to Dachau, 
where he died.

EATH OF Emma Lazarus, 
American-Jewish Poetess. 
Descandant of Spanish-Portu- 
guese Jews, she was a cousin to 
the late Justice Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo of the United States Su- 
preme Court. She found Ortho- 
dox Judaism too rigid and she 
gradually drifted away from her 
own people and faith, studying 
literature. It was the suffering of 
the Russian Jews in the 1880s 
which renewed in her a zeal and 
a love for Israel, giving her 
prose and poetry a new power 
and purity. The persecutions of 
the Czar stirred the 

Nov, 19, 
1887 Lazarus to the cause 
of Israel and freedom 
and humanity. She began to sur- 
vey seriously the epic panorama 
of Jewish history and to master 
the abiding truths of the Jewish 
faith. She studied the Hebrew 
language and the whole range 
of Hebrew literature. Long be- 
fore Herzl she declared, “the 
idea that I am possessed of is 
that of restoring a political ex- 
istence to my people, making 
them a nation again, giving them 
a national center such as the 
English have, though they, too, 
are scattered over the face of the 
globe.” The most popular of her 
many writings is her sonnet en- 
titled “The New Colossus” which 
is located at the base of the Sta- 


noble soul of Emma - 





Which Way. J.W.V.? 


HE very idea of a separate organization of Jewish War Vet- 
erans always appealed to me, and long before I was eligible 
to join I was attracted by the apparent prestige which this organiza- 
tion commanded in my community. It came as somewhat of.a shock 
to discover, much later. that there was considerable opposition to 
the J.W.V., and that some of the town’s most influential Jewish 
citizens did everything in their power to prevent the local Post from 
flourishing. 

The motives of the opposition were clear, and seemed to me 
most untenable. The idea that Jews should refrain from any activ- 
ity which would set them off conspicuously and apart as Jews, and 
should strive to “integrate” their lives and interests with those of 
their non-Jewish neighbors was to ge unrealistic, and’ based on a 
timid and apologetic attitude toward Jewish identity. I became a 
warm friend and ardent rooter of the Jewish War Veterans, 

Now I find the J.W.V. among the many organizations which 
are clamoring and competing for my membership, and the whole 
matter suddenly becomes a personal one. I am already a member 
of the liberal American Veterans’ Committee, and while not as active 
as I should be. find a certain degree of vicarious fulfillment of my 
duty as a citizen-veteran in that affiliation. 


WHAT ARE the functions of the Jewish War Veterans, what 
their. purpose, and how do these differ from the A.V.C., or the 
American Legion. The stated purpose of the J.W.V. is not very help 
ful. “To maintain allegiance to the United States of America.” I 
need no organization to maintain my allegiance, nor am I inter- 
ested in a mere flaunting of patriotism. “To uphold the fair name 
of the Jew.” Our anti-defamation leagues and civic-protective so 
cieties of many hues are already protecting us so well that the 
mere volume of paper they all consume annually is sufficient to 
create a national shortage and run the anti-Semites out of business 
cn that account. 


“To foster comradeship; to aid needy comrades and their fam- 
ilies, These are fraternal and philanthropic objectives which, 
worthy in themselves, hardly warrant the maintenance of a separate 
national organiztion. “To preserve the records of patriotic service 
of Jews; to honor the memory and shield from neglect the graves 
of our heroic dead.” The first of these functions is being adequately 
fulfilled by the Jewish Welfare Board; the second is a mournful

THERE THE MAJOR expressed aims of the organization ceases. 
But the J.W.V. which I know today seems to represent more than 
these. I think of that great March on Washington last summer in 
which thousands of Jewish veterans participated and spoke up for 
the rights of their people in Europe and Palestine. I think of the 
J.W.V. cooperation with the Zionist Organization of America this 
year in mobilizing mass support in the elections for the World Zion- 
ist Congress. I think of individual J.W.V. leaders whom I know, 
who are motivated not by fraternity or philanthropy or 110% Ameri- 
canism, but by a throbbing, pulsating pride of Jewish selfhood, and 
who see in the organization an opportunity for Jewish expression 
on the part of a body of men who have shared certain experiences 
in common. 


I know, too, that such ideas are not popular among a certain 
“Old Guard” in the J.W.V. who would content themselves with an 
annual parade up Fifth Avenue, and a colorful magazine repeating 
ad infinitum the tales of Jewish heroes in World Wars I and IL. 
If this point) of view is to return jo prominence in the counsels and 
leadership of the J.W.V., if the organization is to become but a 
ghettoized counterpart of the American Legion, sort of an inclusive 
patriotic society for Jews only, I’m afraid that I’m not interested, 
and neither are thousands of other Jewish men who are looking 
for leadership and guidance in their newly found Jewish conscious- 
ness, 


IF THE TREND of recent years is continued and extended, how- 
ever, and if the J.W.V., realizing its tremendous capacity for mold 
ing and influencing the Jewish fate and future, embarks on a pro- 
gram of Jewish education for its members, and militant action on 
the fields of Jewish interest, then it will command,a following and 
a support which can place it at the very top of the list of effective 
Jewish organizations in this country. If this understanding of Jew- 
ish life and problems, this love of Jewish culture, this pride in the 
Jewish people for its own sake, should dominate the coming con- 
vention, and repudiate the new bid for power on the part of the 
“Old Guard,” then the J.W.V. may forward to me at once an appli- 
cation for membership.

classical, it does provide the Eng- 
lish reader with the opportunity 
to appreciate the nobly gifted hu- 
morist.

FIGHTING ANGEL—The Story 
of Henrietta Szold. Elma Ehr- 
lich Levinger. Behrman House,

ELDOM in history do we find 

a woman so dedicated to an 
ideal that she devotes her entire 
life to its realization. Henrietta 

Szold, the subject of this biog- 

raphy, is a rare instance—-a true 

“fighting Angel” if ever there 

was one, 

From her very undramatic be- 
ginning as the oldest of five, the 
daughter of a rabbi, one would 
scarcely dream that Miss Szold 
was destined to become the idol 
of world Jewry. Her life in Bal- 
timore promised nothing unusual, 
excepting that she achieved for 
a Jewish maiden, the only one 
in her high school class, the rare 
distinction of being the valedic- 
torian. 

After a brief period of teaching 
in the local school, Henrietta 
scandalized her environment by 
joining the American Federation 
of Zionists. As her interests in 
Jewish life increased, she became 
a most efficient secretary for the 
Jewish Publication Society. She 
worked at her job with such in- 
tensity—often sixteen or more 
hours a day—that she became ill. 
To speed her recovery, the So- 
ciety contributed enough money 
to enable Henrietta and her moth- 
er to take a trip to her beloved 
Palestine. The desolation, the 
neglect and the disease in Eretz 
Yisroel stirred her deeply and she 
determined that something should 
be done at once to remedy the 
evil conditions prevailing in the 
land of her ancestors,

UPON HER RETURN to the 
States, she founded the Hadassah, 
and interested several Jewish 
women in joining. Hadassah 
chapters under her presidency 
soon sprang up all over the coun- 
try and acquired enough money 
to equip two nurses for service in 
Palestine.. The two “pioneers” 
were followed by many others. 
The reception accorded the first 


messengers of mercy is vividly spe 


described by Mrs. Levinger: “Cry- 
ing, cheering, blessing those who 
had come to save them, the Jews 
of Tiberias rushed down the road 
to surround the American doctors 
and nurses. A bearded, bent old 
man timidly bent to kiss the red 
Mogen Dovid one of the nurses 
wore upon her arm.” ‘This is our 
Mezzuzah,’ he sobbed.” 

Next to the founding of the 
Hadassah, the most heroic and 
self-sacrificing chapter in Miss 
Szold’s life was the leadership of 
the Youth Aliyah, which she car- 
ried on in the face of terrific ob- 
stacles, and in spite of advanced 





boys and girls from death, be- 
coming for them the symbol of 
mother and father combined. 
* & + 

OF COURSE, there were al- 
always troubles to iron out or 
new difficulties to settle. When 
the “Struma” (a ship with 700 
Jewish persons enroute to Pales- 
tine) went down at sea, the chil- 
dren at the detention camp in 
Palestine, though starving, re- 
fused to eat. When Miss Szold re- 
monstrated, the children explain- 


; ed, “We are fasting for all those 


Jews who died on the Struma. 
They were our brothers.” There 
was nothing left to teach such 
children, she felt, as she tried 
with a heroic effort to force back 
her own tears. 

Henrietta Szold can certainly 
serve as an inspiration to the 
women of Israel—and to women 
of all creeds and races. Few in 
our age have equalled her love 
for the Jewish people and her 
selfless devotion to humanity. 
None have surpassed her in these 
qualities. This small volume, es- 
pecially intended for our youth, 
should enshrine the memory of 
Henrietta Szold securely and 
permanently in the hearts of our 
Jewish boys and girls.

As Heller paced forward, commotion reached its peak. Hundreds 
pushed each other to leave. They streamed out. Heller stood 
there, and later spoke brilliantly. But did he have peace of mind? 
Did Liebman? Did the ambarrassed audience, that stayed? The 
“secessionists” didn’t—sure thing. 

(Muttering imprecations, my pal Keith Shapiro finally reached 
the Lexington Avenue air, and lit his cigar. “I didn’t know about 
Liebman,” he complained to his thin brother, Forrest. “I couldn’t 
get out of there soon enough; but the evening’s killed anyway.” As 
he lumbered ’round the block, Forrie timidly asked him, “You read 
‘Peace of Mind’?” “Heck, no,” Keith shouted. “I thought he was 
going to give us a digest of it.”)

Y very good friend, the cantor, had caught 

a fish. He had waited patiently on the 
bank of the Ohio River and, sure enough, his 
patience was richly rewarded at noon. 

Was that a fish! In length, breadth and 
weight it was all a patient chazen dared hope 
for in the way of a fish out of the Ohio river. 
The Ohio river gives fish only meagerly and in 
stingy size. This fish was like a whale by com- 
parison, you might say. 

With such a fish in hand, the cantor could 
feel that he could call it a day. He placed it 
in the fisherman’s receptacle ordained for 
keeping fish and homeward went. 

It was the proudest and sturdiest of fish and 
even an hour after it 
was out of its native wa- 
ters, it had managed to 
keep on living. It just 
wouldn’t submit to the 
ignominy of being eaten 
as fried or even gefillte 
fish. 

So when the cantor got 
home with it, it was as 
lively as at the moment 
it was pulled out of the Ohio river by the 
cantor’s stout line. His family’s startled eyes 
gazed at the happy phenomenon. The fish’s 
tale was wagging bravely: “You expect me to 
be dead, maybe? No, I refuse to die. You’ve 
got me here in your house alive and what are 
you going to do about me? Tell me.” 

It was like a challenge: What to do with a 
large-size living fish in the house? The cantor’s 
gentle wife said: “We can’t kill it. How can we 
kill something?” Yes, how could the hands 
deliberately take hold to kill it, to bash it on 
the head, perhaps, or let it perish miserably 
by depriving it of water? 

The cantor’s daughter said: “Who of us can 
kill it?” It was a question purely rhetorical 
since nobody in the cantor’s house could take 
hold of it to kill it.

THE CANTOR HIMSELF’ felt abashed to 
bring such problems of morals into his house.

He 
had brought a big living fish into the house 
and the conscience of his whole family was 
against killing and eating it. The cantor, him- 
self, had no stomach for it. If it had been a 
dog, the matter could have been conscientiously 
settled. You’d get some dog food and take the 
dog into the household and make a pet of 
him. But a big, living fish was something else. 

So the troubled matter was this way and that 
until the cantor’s wife spoke up with decision: 
“You'll take this fish back to the river.” 

It was at least five miles from the river but 
the cantor thought it was a happy solution. 


Going back five miles was a much happier pain 
than killing a fish with deliberate hands. Yes, 
the cantor agreed, tomorrow he would take the 
fish back to the river. 

The fish in the bathtub interfered with the 
family’s regular bathing habits but the mem- 
bers could happily endure this until the mo- 
ment the fish could start on its journey back 
to the river. They couldn’t bath but, anyway, 
‘that wasn’t as terrible ag deliberately killing 
a living thing. 

Next day the cantor took hold of the fish 


and traveled the five miles to restore it to 
its rightful way of life as a fish. The grateful 
fish swam away into the hospitable waters 


of the Ohio.

NOW IT’S THE WAY of a columnist not just 
to tell a story but to adorn the tale with a 
moral. Though, as I believe, this fish story 
carries its moral within itself. You might say, 
it’s as if the grateful fish itself were speaking 
to the credit of the human race, since some of 
the members feel that way even about a fish. 
This compassion that goes back five miles to 
restore a fish to life and livelihood. 

The redemed fish appears to suggest that 
there really may be some good in mankind 
which, when it finally grows up, may turn out 
to be all right. The human race will eventually 
get around to behaving compassionately even 
toward creatures of its own kind. There’s hope 
all right! 

Out of this fish I get the idea that maybe 
there was something Jewish in the matter of 
the creature being compassionately carried 
back to the river by the cantor. Something of 
Jewish philosophy in it. The sanctity of life, 
even in the least of beings, all that. But in 
deference to the whole human race I put that 
aside. Wouldn’t it be presumptuous in me to 
believe that compassion is something special 
to Jews? 

I could guess that the fish was happy to 
discover these samples of the human race on 
its brief excursion. If the human race would 
only try to be human! The human kind had 
a pretty bad name among the fish. This fish’s 
happy experience of some people should en- 
courage mankind to have some faith in his own 
essential goodness and make a man of himself 
instead of being a heel. 

Well, that’s the way the fish seems to speak 
and so there isn’t anything left for me to say 
in the way of a moral to the story of the fish 
the chazan caught and returned to the river. 
I feel the fish speaks my own mind in the mat- 
ter. 

Yet, on further thought I do like to believe 
there really may have been something essen- 
tially Jewish in the compassion of the cantor’s 
whole family, in its sending the fish back to 
the river and giving it a chance to live. 

Anyway, that’s one of the better ways of 
being Jewish, it seems to me.

HIS is Jewish Book Month, which is ob- 
served on a nation-wide scale. Occuring 
as it does in advance of Chanukah, it is an 
opportunity for all of us to find out about 
Jewish books that we may give as Chanukah 
gifts. Since this holiday marks the victory of 
Torah and Enlightenment over Paganism, 
the most appropriate gifts are Jewish books 
that lead to knowledge and understanding. 

The Jewish Book Council of America, spon- 
sored by the National Jewish Welfare Board, 
145 East 32nd Street, New York 16, N. Y., has 
published a booklet of programs for Jewish 
Book Month. We are reprinting some of their 
suggestions for the attention of club program 
chairmen, who are seeking material. 

Dramatics 

If a dramatic presentation is desired, three 
plays are recommended: 

“Book Friends,” a playlet in two acts, by 
Hazel G. Packsher. Union of American Hebrew 
congregations, 25c. 

“Books Are Life,” a dramatic narration by 
Deborah Pessin. Jewish Education Committee 
of New York, 10c. 

“They Burned the Books” by Stephen Vin- 
cent Benet. Writers War Board, 122 East 42nd 
Street, New York, free. 

Music 

Oif’n Pripetchik, Israel and the Torah are 
as One, Vos Lernt a Klein Ongele, Kabolas 
Hatorah, Tov Lichyas, Yishmach Moshe, 
Yisreal V’oratitha, Torah Emet, Torah Lanu, 
and Dundai are a few songs of Jewish learn- 
ing that are suitable for a Book program. 

BOOK QUIZ 

For the purpose of conducting an “Informa- 
tion, Please!” program, individuals should be 
requested to submit questions on Jewish litera- 
ture. The questions should then be posed to 
a board of experts comprised of authors, rab- 
bis, educators, and other qualified persons. 

Another Book Quiz may be conducted in this 
manner. Announcement should be made a few 
weeks in advance of the Book Quiz on three 
to five books of Jewish interest. Contestants 
are asked questions about the contents of these 
books by the quizmaster. A board of judges 
can determine the winner who may be given 
as a prize. 

Round Table Forum 
In this type of program, three persons, and

versational manner. This can be done without 
any previous preparation, if the participants 
are expert in the field of Jewish literature. 
It ts much safer, however to execute this pro- 
gram from a prepared script. 
Book Review 

A review of a book of Jewish interest by a 
club member or professional reviewer is al- 
always well received. 

Book Reading 

If your membership includes a good reader, 
the reading aloud of a short story may high- 
light your program. The Jewish Book Council 
offers program material in English, Hebrew 
and Yiddish, including selections in prose and 
verse, stories, songs, games, etc., at 50c. 

Some organizations have conducted cam- 
paigns for Jewish books for the local library at 
a “book” program, conducted as a “book 
shower,” “book tea,” or “book social.” In 
some cages guests are asked to contribute 
books from a prepared list of desirable titles. 
In other cases, they contribute funds which 


- are used to buy Jewish books for presentation 


to the library. 

Although Book Month is stressed during 
November, there. is no reason why your club 
may not have a Book Month of its own any 
time during the year.

life of Palestine were announced by Mrs. Joseph M. Welt, of Detroit, 
following her re-election as President of the National Council of 
Jewish Women at the organizations’s 18th Triennial Convention. 

Appointment of a committee to investigate possibilities for such 
participation, headed by Mrs. Harold E. Beckman, of White Plains, 
N.Y., evidenced the organization’s concern for world-wide Jewry; 
and followed the convention’s action in adopting “a greater interest 
in the cultural achievements of Palestine.” 

The 450 delegates, representing 200 communities throughout 
the country, expressed positive reaffirmation of the organization’s 
1943 Triennial Resolution favoring immediate abrogation of the 
White Paper of 1939, unrestricted immigration into Palestine, and 
the uninterrupted upbuilding of Palestine in the spirit of the Balfour 
Declaration. 

The Convention paid tribute to the “pioneer efforts of the Jews 
of Palestine, and the cultural and social monuments they have 
erected. Expressing concern for the grave crisis the Jews face in 
Palestine, the delegates saw in the Holy Land a “haven and a hope 
for large numbers of Jews uprooted by the oppressions and discrim- 
ination of undemocratic governments.”

Judge Newcorn Dies at 78 
Special 

PLAINFIELD, N. J.—William 
Newcorn, 78, first judge of the 
Plainfield District Court, died 
here. He was a charter member 
and past president of Temple 
Sholem and past president of 
the Jewish Community Center. 
He was first assistant Attorney 
General from 1919 to 1928. 
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ITH the advent of cold weather comes the dietary need for 

warmth giving foods—you know, the stick-to-the ribs kind 

of soups, stews, peas, beans, lentils, noodles, macaroni, spaghetti, 
farfel, and, of course, the luscious kuchens of all kinds. 

Mrs. Maurice Cohen of Glen Cove, N. Y., is especially interested 
in recipes for Butter Kuchen right now, and asks for a good yeast 
dough that she can use for making Purim Cakes also. She writes 
us a number of very flattering things besides—“have enjoyed read- 
ing and testing your cooking recipes and found them excellent!” 
One of her questions has already been answered through this col- 
umn—about the prospects of a book of these recipes. Now to com- 
ply with her request for the Kuchen Dough which is a Basic Recipe 
that can be used for Fruit Coffee Cake, Cinnamon Rolls (Schnecken), 
Mohn Filled Triangles —better known as Hamantaschen, or a nice 
Poppy Seed Roll or Stollen. This Basic Dough combined with some 
creative imagination and a few simple things like raisins, chopped 
nuts, citron, candied orange or lemon peel, etc., will bring no end 
of delicious desserts to the family table. Try it and let’s have your 
comments. 

Basic Recipe for Butter Kuchen Dough 
1 cake yeast 3 eggs 
% cup lukewarm milk (or 1 cup sugar 
water in which potatoes % cup melted butter or vege- 
have been boiled table shortening 
1 cup sifted flour 1 cup milk 
1 tablespoon sugar 1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon salt 5 cups sifted flour 
| Make a “sponge” of the ingredients in the first column as fol- 

lows: Rub the yeast and sugar together with a spoon until blended. 
Stir in the lukewarm milk, salt and flour, beating or stirring until 
smooth. Cover the bow] and let stand at room temperature about 1 
hour. Cream the shortening and sugar, add beaten eggs and stir 
until smooth before stirring in the milk. Sift flour and salt together 
and combine, working the batter well with a heavy spoon. Stir in 
the yeast combination, “the sponge,” and continue to work the mix- 
ture until it becomes smooth. This dough should not be very stiff 
after it has been set to rise until double its bulk or more. Then it 
is ready to form into a Kuchen—in other words, a cake, combined 
with raisins, nuts, citron, cinnamon and sugar, or just plain small 
rolls called Pocket Book Rolls. 

This recipe will be sufficient to make one large cinnamon cake, 
three small kuchens covered with sliced apples, cinnamon and sugar, 
plus about a dozen small rolls (Pocket Book Rolls) or Clover Leaf 
Rolls (three tiny balls of dough in each muffin ring.) 

Variations: Roll one third of this amount of dough into a rectangle, 
dot with butter, sprinkle with sugar or honey and spread 
generously with poppy seed (Mohn). Roll up like jelly roll 
and let rise at room temperature until light. Brush top with 
milk or butter and sprinkle with poppy seed. Bake at 350° 
F 25 to 30 minutes or until nicely browned. Cut diagonally 
when cold. 

Variations of the filling can be made to suit almost any taste 
or budget. For instance, make a mixture of raisins, chopped nuts, 
citron, a bit of grated lemon rind and 1 tablespoon lemon juice. Bake 
in a roll or cut into inch thick pieces, place close together in a well 
greased round cake pan. Spread the tops with melted butter, sprinkle 
generously with sugar, cinnamon and chopped nuts. Or, cover the 
bottom of a deeper baking pan with butter and plenty of brown 
sugar before placing the pieces cut side down and close together, 
Let rise and bake until nicely browned. 

Use this dough for making Hamantaschen (Purim triangles), 
Roll small bits of dough into rounds an inch thick, fill with poppy 
seed mixed with honey, chopped nuts or bits of citron, add a little 
grated lemon or orange peel and enough juice to moisten slightly. 
Bring outer edge together, forming a triangle with the three seams 
pinched together in a rope form. Let rise, brush with melted butter 
or milk and bake until nicely browned. 

(Other recipes for Hamantaschen will be published in this col- 
umn before Purim.)

Now for a few helpful tips for the coming Thanksgiving dinner 
on the 28th of this month. 

Whether you roast a whole turkey or half of one, (any butcher 
will cut and sell half a bird), or celebrate with a chicken, you'll like 
to try a “different” dressing or stuffing. Here are a few suggestions: 

Basic Dressing Mixture 
(for average size whole turkey) 
7 cups dry bread crumbs 1% teaspoons salt 
1 cup diced onion, fried light % cup sugar (if any fruit or 
brown in nuts is added) 
4% cup melted shortening 1 teaspoon poultry seasoning 
(vegetable oil or chicken (dried mixed herbs) 
fat) 1 cup boiling water flavored 

3 eggs, slightly beaten with lemon juice 

Combine all ingredients in the order given above. 

Variations: For Apple'and Raisin Stuffing, add 3 cups diced, un- 
pared tart apples and 1 cup seedless raisins, 1 teaspoon 
grated lemon rind and 1 teaspoon lemon or orange juice. 
Omit herbs. 

Prune Stuffing is made by substituting 3% cups cut or 
chopped dried prunes (after pitting), or 4 cups soaked 
pitted prunes cut in halves. Omit herbs. 

Chestnut and Peanut Stuffing requires % lb. roasted, shelled 
chestnuts and % cup roasted, salted peanuts, mixed and 
coarsely chopped. Omit lemon juice and grated rind but 
add % teaspoon nutmeg for flavoring. 

Cranberry and Orange Salad 
(Uncooked) 
% cup sugar or % cup honey 
A few grains of salt 


2 cups cranberries 
2 whole oranges (large size, 
seeds removed) 

Cut oranges in quarters. Put cranberries and orange through 
food chopper using medium blade or chop in a wooden bowl. Com- 
bine with sugar and salt and store in refrigerator overnight before 
serving.

The Editor's Chair, - 


I am not as concerned as some 
of my friends seem to be over 
the letters of Carl Alpert and 
Emanuel Neumann in last week’s 
paper. They both have a right to 
their viewpoint, and I am glad 
that readers will have both sides 
before them, because most cer: 
tainly I am as fallible as any 
other reporter. 

However, no one can say that I 
do not try to report honestly. If 
this paper were to ever permit 
itself to indulge in biased report- 
ing, then its main strength 
would be lost. 

However, at Atlantic City I 
don’t mind admitting that the 
task was exceedingly difficult. Of 
course I could have taken the 
news releases issued by the press 
department of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America and after 
changing words here and there, 
or even have rewritten them in 
my own language, given you the 
news of the convention as the 
Z.O.A. is accustomed to having 
you receive it. 

In this last clause is contained 
the real essence of the conflict 
between the administration and 
myself. The Z.O.A. is not ac- 
customed to seeing in the Anglo- 
Jewish press the type of report- 
ing that appeared in The Post. 
In the Yiddish press yes, but cer- 
tainly not in. the Anglo-Jewish 

fress. Next year, when The 
Post report of the convention is 
printed, there won’t be so much 
hullabaloo, because people will 
expect an accurate and thorough 
account of what transpired, not 
a stereotyped handout from the 
press department, telling only 
what the administration wants 
the people to learn. 

The real job at Atlantic City 
was in striking the right note 
about the convention. Such 
things as reporting that Rabbi 
Silver did attend the meeting of 
the political committee meeting, 
ete., those are merely routine 
_Matters. Incidentally, I can an- 
swer Mr. Neumann right here, 
and at the same time tell him 
that he makes the same mistake 
most American Jewish leaders 
make, in assuming that only they 
are intelligent, and only they are 
shrewd enough to read behind 
events, and that Anglo-Jewish 
editors, especially, can be bam- 
boozled by a mere array of sharp 
words. 

The only answer that Mr. New- 
mann has to my editorial was 
that Rabbi Silver paid a courtesy 
call to the meeting of the politi- 
cal committee. Even were that 
true, then my editorial could have 
been warranted. (Rabbi Silver's 
words were: “I was not present ta 
this meeting.” The actual fact of 
the matter is that Silver was 
there to sway the group to his 
way of thinking, and that had 
the trend of events been other- 
wise, Rabbi Silver would have 
still been at that political com- 

Whether or not I was able to 
strike the right note about the 

» mittee meeting right now. 
| ZO.A. convention, ‘the future 
» alone will tell, but I have an 
’ idea that my account, already in 
' the two weeks since the conven- 
» tion, has been proven correct, and 
_ Carl Alpert’s criticisms are un 

‘warranted. : 
In a word, here is a summing 





up of the points I made. The 
convention went off just as the 
Silver group wanted it to. 
resolution on partition 


without change, 
Goldman was prevented from 
speaking to the delegates, That 
is the news story of the conven- 
tion. But there was one miscal- 
culation and therein the adminis- 
tration ‘suffered a defeat. When 
the delegates saw so much oppo- 
sition to Dr. Goldman’s appear- 
ance at the convention, they 
couldn’t help but suspect that 
there must be more to his side 
than the administration was will- 
ing to concede. So that in addi- 
tion to the spirit of fair play of 
the delegates, and what with 
Louis Lipsky’s two speeches, the 
delegates became confused. Rab- 
bi Silver’s speech added to this 
confusion. Instead of sidestep- 
ping the partition issue as plann- 
ed, the tactics of the administra- 
tion made it a major topic of dis- 
cussion. 

Whether the convention was a 
victory for the Jewish Agency 
viewpoint or not is surely a mat- 
ter of editorial comment, and be- 
cause The Post editorialized one 
way and Carl Alpert thought an- 
other, does not impugn the in- 
tegrity of The Post. I think I 
would say that I have fully as 
much experience in reporting 
Jewish affairs as Carl. 

Just as I told Mr. Neumann 
when he called me long distance 
to advise that he was sending me 
that letter for publication, the 
best procedure would have been 
to have had Nahum Goldman at 
Atlantic City and have had a 
knockdown dragout fight. After 
that fight, the atmosphere would 
have been cleared, and instead of 
giving powerful ammunition to its 
foes, the administration’s hands 
would have been clean. 

But this is hindsight, which is 
not fair. 

One more point: The Z.O.A. is 
concerned with the success of 
Zionism. The convention is over. 
Perhaps the administration has 
learned a lesson. To the majority 
of U. S. Zionists, the matter of 
Rabbi Silver’s election to the pres- 
idency of the World Zionist Or- 
ganization, although a welcome 
eventuality at this point, is not 
all-important. U.S. Zionists want 
to see Zionism advanced, regard- 
less of who heads World Zionism. 
Anyone who sacrifices this goal 
for personal gain will lose the 
good will of U. S. Zionists. Al- 
though the administration must 
be allowed a fair leeway in play- 
ing politics, and this paper isn’t 
prudish in that respect, there is 
a certain line beyond which play- 
ing politics endangers the move- 
ment. 

Perhaps had the administra- 
tion not purged all opposition 
leaders, men of the highest cali- 
bre, it would not have made the 
psychological error that caused 
the convention to escape from it. 
It would be a welcome sign, al- 
though at this late date it might 
be rebuked, if some of the oppo- 
sition men were invited back into 
positions of importance in the 

*Z.0.A. 

Both Mr. Neuman and Carl 
know. what was wrong with the 
Atlantic City convention and the 
same thing is wrong with the 
present administration. The ZOA 
is run by a tight-iron-clad po- 
litical machine, which is ruthless. 
This type of control cannot per- 
mit of free discussion or a free 
election and has only one course 
of action—to gain its ends re- 
gardless. It also cannot stand a 
free press. 

Up to a certain point this sys- 
tem may bring results, but those 
who have faith in the demo- 
cratic system know that even- 
tually, unless stopped, a dictator- 
ship leads to catastrophe.

defensible, if not more so, than that presented 

either by The Jewish Agency or the Zionist 
Organization of America. 

The partition offer of the Jewish Agency and 
the willingness of the Zionist Organization of 
America to consider partition are both based 
on a new decision in Zionism. 

That decision is that Britain has suddenly 
become trustworthy. 

What facts there are availbale to Nahum 
Goldman and Rabbi Silver that lead them to 
believe that Britain’s traditional colonial policy 
has abruptly been changed to ore favorable 
to the Zionist cause, The Post cannot ascertain. 

Nor does it believe that these men or their 
backers haye such facts on which to base the 
change in their policy. 

Because if such were the case, then Rabbi 
Silver could not remain silent about the Jew- 
ish patriots fighting the British ow every 
weapon at, their command on the ttlefield 
of Palestine; he would have to call for meas- 
ures to halt their activities. For why fight 
Britain if she’s now on our side? And the same 
is true of Dr. Goldman. 


The actual facts are that both the Jewish 
Agency and recognized Zionist bodies have 
changed to partition because they have lost the 


using the DPs as a whip, have brought zionist 
leadership to its knees. 

If that is an accurate analysis, then the 
question arises whether what the British now 
have up their sleeve will really change the 
situation of the DPs clamoring to get inte 
Palestine. Some are getting in now. Would 
more get in by knuckling under to the British? 

Up until recently Zionist leaders believed 
that only by force could Great Britain be 
brought to terms. They were prepared for a 
long range fight. Why then this sudden 
change? 

Was it the bombing of the King David Hote] 
that caused the Zionist leadership to weaken 
at the knees? Has the long strain of ghetto 
existence so demoralized the Zionist leader- 
ship that they cannot carry through with a 
battle? Of course everything is in favor of the 
British, but was it less favorable to them three 
months ago? 


Can Orthodoxy Be Awakened? 


IHHE excerpt from an editorial by Rabbi 
Solomon Roodman of Louisville reprinted 
in the Current Comment section below, should 
start a great many advocates of Orthodoxy 
to thinking about retaining their present posi- 
tion of leadership in American Judaism. 
Rabbi Roodman’s criticism of the leadership 
of the Orthodox Rabbinate is valid, except that 
in the past decade or so there has been a 
change not only in that rabbinical leadership 
but also in the thinking of the lay leadership 
of Orthodoxy. 
A liberal interpretation of that change might 


be that while heretofore Orthodoxy was con- 
cerned only with holding its followers and re- 
sisting change, its present trend is towards 
adapting itself to the American environment 
without changing in principles. 


Jews today are more willing to make a sA&cri- 
fice for their religion than they were 10 or 
20 years ago. Under’ this kind of attitude, 
Orthodoxy has a much better chance against 
Reform and Conservation, and what with a 
mulitant program might change the situation 
in American Judaism today. 


Pool Resources And Make Gigantic Effort 


N connection with the Jewish Book Month 
currently being celebrated what may be 
needed is a vast propaganda campaign. 

The books we have; even.the desire on the 
part of the Jewish group to want to possess 
Jewish books is there, but what is lacking is 
any intelligent propagandising and merchandis- 
ing on a large scale. 


A 5-foot shelf of Jewish books on the order 
of the Harvard series might be helpful in this 
respect. Many families decide to add Jewish 
volumes to their libraries, but do not know 
what books to buy. 


This job of popularizing Jewish books among 


the Jewish group will call for a pooling of 
what funds there are available, and the pro- 
vision for additional funds. Something on the 
order of the advertising job now being done by 
such agencies as the American Meat Institute 
and other similar set-ups formed to popularize 
this or that product is what this editorial has 
in mind. 

Perhaps if the Jewish Publication Society, 
the various Jewish book houses, and the local 
Jewish communities all pooled their resources, 
this idea of reaching the people with the mes- 
sage of Jewish Book Month might be put 
across with tremendous results for Jewish cul- 
ture in the United States.

“Orthodoxy must begin a propaganda cam- 
paign,” says Rabbi Solomon Roodman in The 
Anshei Sfard (Louisville) Reporter—It may 
sound inordinate; yet, if true Judaism is to 
progress, then, Orthodox spokesmen must 
come down to terra firma and be realistic.

Like Pharoah we tramp 
about as though caught between the horns-of 
a dilemma. It is high time that Orthodox lead- 
ers became more demonstrative and exclam- 
atory of their great heritage. It is imperative | 
that they take a stand on national problems. 
Orthodoxy possesses the manpower, the eru- 
dition, the ability and the sincerity—all that 
is lacking is the courage to speak up.

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TAKES ISSUE WITH POST EDITORIAL 
ON RABBI SILVER, BUT HAS OPEN MIND 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

After reading the editorial en- 
titled “A Bald Misstatement” in 
the Nov. 8 issue of The Post, ai- 
low me to state that that edi- 
torial contains some of its own 
bold misstatements. The writer 
of this editorial refrained, unfor- 
tunately, from telling the com- 
plete story regarding what took 
place at the National Zionist Con- 
vention in Atlantic City. I would 
not have written this contradic- 
tory letter (from the editorial’s 
point of view) if it was not that I 
was a delegate to the Convention, 
representing the Fitchburg-Leo- 
minster Zionist District, being 
its president, and having been 
present at every session. 

The editorial asserts that Rab- 
bi Silver said that “he did not 
attend the meeting of the Politi- 
cal Committee at the Conven- 
tion.” It continues to prove the 
Rabbi as not being truthful by 
further declaring that “he (Rab- 
bi Silver) attended (the Political 
Committee meeting) and also 
made a short talk.” I beg to re- 
spectfully disagree with the 
writer. I recall hearing Dr. Sil- 
ver express himself, at the time 
that the motion was made from 
the floor to invite Dr. Goldmann 
to present “the other side” of 
the story, that when this ques- 
tion of inviting Dr. Goldmann 
was brought up at the Political 
Committee meeting, he was not 
in the room fer one reason or 
another. As far as I can recall, 
and I am quite certain about it, 
Rabbi Silver did not say or im- 
ply that he did not attend that 
meeting at all. 

Regarding “ the major erron- 
eous implication,” I wish to fur- 
ther disagree with the writer. 
When the motion was introduced 
from the floor to invite Dr. 
Goldmann, true, there was ap- 
plause, but not as he states, “the 
longest applause of the Conven- 
tion.” I feel, as do many others, 
(I believe a poll would prove me 
correct), that during his presi- 
dential address, the applause Dr. 
Silver received was the loudest 
and the longest. And further- 
more, the applause he received 
at the conclusion of his short 
talk at the banquet Monday 
night far outdid the applause of 
any other speaker during the en- 
tire convention, bar none. But 
this is merely an AGAV URCHA, 
an aside. 

The more important point I 
wish to make is that when the 
delegates were informed that 
Louis Lipsky had been invited to 


present “the other side,” they 
readily accepted that decision 
and quieteq down to listen to his 
words, with comments. It did not 
appear to me as though Dr. Sil- 
ver had “apoplexy.” This is my 
observation. | 

Having but the highest respect 
for The Post and for its in- 
tegrity, I choose to feel that what 
had been printed is an oversight. 
I believe if Dr. Silver should 
answer this editorial, he would 
say substantially the same thing. 
I may sound like a Silverphile. 
However, I am not apologizing 
for it. His observations, both na- 
tionally and internationally, are 
the keenest and most correct of 
all our Zionist leaders. I shall 
therefore continue to support 
him in any possible manner for 
the good and welfare of the 
cause. 

I do wish to state, however, 
that I was totally dissatisfied 
with the manner in which the 
elections were conducted at the 
Convention. I feel that it was done 
in a wholly” undemocratic fash- 
ion. Although there were nomi- 
nations from the floor for the 
Executive Committee, the chair- 
man, after painfully asking the 
nominees if they accept the nom- 
ination, ignored them completely 
and took a vote on the slate 
brought in by the nominations 
committee. Many of the dele- 
gates sitting near me expressed 
disgust at this procedure. 

However, being of an _ opto- 
mistic nature, I look forward to 
the correction of this and any 
other faulty condition that took 
place at this convention, at the 
future ones to be held. 

I would like to close with this 
question. From whence stem the 
charges of dictatorship and mal- 
administration against the Silver 
administration quoted on the edi- 
torial page of the Nov. 8 issue? I 
believe the rank and file should 
be told more about these charges, 
if they are true.

I was both amused and amazed 
at the letters of criticism against 
your anti-Communist attitude 
which were printed in The Na- 
tional Jewish Post of Oct. 25, 
1946.

ANSWERS MRS. EPSTEIN POINT FOR POINT, 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

In the Nov. 8 issue of The 
Post, you printed a letter from 
Mrs. Evelyn Epstein, of Atlanta, 
who blamed the prevalence of 
atheism and agnosticism among 
Jews upon Orthodox Jewry and 
gave various suggestions for re- 
forms which, she thinks, would 
ameliorate the situation. I be- 
lieve that Mrs. Epstein has erred 
and shall attempt to show why, 
enumerating my arguments in 
the same sequence she enumer- 
ated hers. 


1. Mrs. Epstein says that re- 
‘ form is needed in Judaism, that 
Judaism must be in accordance 
with the times. This suggestion 
is not new, emanating from the 
early Jewish reformers in Ger- 
many. Here is what a German 
rabbi, Samson Raphael Hirsch, 
had to say on the matter: “Was 
Judaism every in accordance with 
the times? Did Judaism ever cor- 
respond with the views of domi- 
nant contemporaries? Was it 
ever convenient to be a Jew or 
Jewess?... 


And yet Mr. Epstein would 
make it the aim and scope of 
Judaism to be always in accord- 
ance with the times! 


2. Mr. Epstein advocates the 
abandoning of Kashruth as an 
unnecessary precept. Morris Jos- 
eph, author of “Judaism As a 
Creed and Life,” has the follow- 
ing to say on the subject: 


“Is there not something spiri- 
tually attractive in the idea of 
the Jew of this age voluntarily 
submitting to restrictions on his 
appetite for the sake of duty— 
forming one of a religious guild 
whose special characteristic is 
self-control? It ought to be the 
pride of the modern Jew—and 
every child should be taught to 
feel it—that his regilion demands 
from his a self-abnegation from 
which other religionists are ab- 
solved: That the price to be paid 
for the privilege of belonging to 
the hierarchy of Israel is con- 
tinuous and conscious self-sacri- 
fice. 

The Dietary Laws foster this 
spirit of self-surrender. Respect 
for them teaches and helps the 
Jew to abase his desires before 
the will of his Father in Heaven.” 

“Freedom of the stomach” has 
no place in Judaism. It leads 
only to gluttony, which is frown- 
ed upon by Jews. , 

3. The Reading of the Law 
does not meet with Mrs. Ep- 
stein’s approval because it does 
not teach anything. That may be 
true, but the fault lies with the 
Jews, who have forgotten He- 
_ brew, the language of the Torah. 

That’s why they don’t know 
what’s going on during a Hebrew 
service. But instead of abandon- 
ing this custom, I suggest that 
adult classes in Hebrew be or- 
ganized on a large scale so that 
the services conducted in Hebrew 
may be meaningful to every- 
body. 

4. The taboo on instrumental 
music in a synagogue on Satur- 
days and holidays is obsolete, in 
Mrs. Epstein’s estimation. It still 
retains its meaning though. The 
plain Jewish service, bereft of 
music, serves to remind the Jew 
that at one time a temple in 
Jerusalem existed, and at the 
services, the Levites played beau- 
tiful music on various instru- 
ments. This is all gone and the 
Jew mourns for it. In the light 
of the present situation of the 
Jew-in Palestine and the Dias- 
pora, I do not see any reason for 
abandoning this custom. 

5. Our “siddur,” Mrs. Epstein 
says, is antiquated and can no 
longer serve the needs of the 
“modern Jew. Yet a Christian 
scholar, G. E. Biddle, finds it 
lofty enough to call it “the i 
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blest liturgy the annals of faith 
can show.” The following is the 
complete quotation: 

“Where shall one find a hymn 
of universal faith like the Adon 
Olam, of mystical beauty like 
the Hymn of Glory; or services 
so solemn, touching and tender 
as those appointed for Yom Kip- 
pur? Compare the misery, gloom 
and introspection surrounding 
other requiem and funeral serv- 
ices, with the chastened, dignified 
sobriety of “El Moleh Rachamin,” 
and the healthy, cheerful manili- 
ness of the Mourner’s Kaddish. 

“Again, there is most refresh- 
ing silence in regard to life-condi- 
tions after death. Neither is there 
any spiteful condemnation of the 
followers of other faiths; the Jew 
is singularly free from narrow 
intolerance. 


“Certainly the Jew has cause 
to thank God, and the fathers 
before him, for the noblest 
liturgy the annals of faith can 
show.” 

How patheti¢t! Only a Christian 
can see the majestic beauty of 
the “Siddur,” while a Jewess can- 
not. 


6. Mrs. Epstein, it seems, can- 
not forget the old slogan, “follow 
the Christians.” I have never 
been able to perceive its purpose 
or usefulness. Our religion is 
beautiful and complete enough 
without any “ersatz” products 
from other religions. The Arabs, 
for example, fiercely resent any- 
body trying to induce them to re- 
form their religion or mode of 
life. Yet the Christian world re- 
spects the Arabs and treats the 
Jews who try to copy them, like 
unwanted dogs. 


7. I now come to that part of 
Mrs. Epstein’s letter which I con- 
demn as a piece of the grossest 
anti-Semitism that could be ex- 
pected only from a character 
like G. L. K. Smith. I am re- 
ferring to the allegation that God 
punished ‘the Jews in Europe be- 
cause of “their copious ‘davnen,’ 
strict adherence to fanatic pre- 
cepts of men and their style of 
worship.” This smear on tradi- 
tional Judaism is very similar to 
the statement on the Jews made 
by Homer L. Loomis, Jr., of the 
“Columbians,” about whom we 
all know: 


“Jews have never taken the 
trouble to become American citi- 
zens in the sense that other peo- 
ple from Western Europe have. 
They think only of preserving 
Jewish traditions, the Jewish way 
of life, and worst of all, the Jew- 
ish bloodlines.” (ie. no mixed 
marriages.) Has Mr. Loomis 
frightened Mrs. Epstein? I think 
he has very much. However, I 
wish to remind her that the Jews 
of Germany were far from “co- 
pious davnen” and “strict adher- 
ence to fanatic precepts,” yet 
they were Hitler’s first victims. 
Why? Maybe because they didn’t 
“daven copiously.” 


In conclusion, a quotation from 
the late Professor Solomon 
Schechter will best express my 
opinion of Mrs. Epstein’s pro- 
posed reforms in general: 


“It is a tragedy to see the de 
scendants of those who revealed 
religion to the world, and who 
developed the greatest religious 
literature in existence, so little 
familiar with real Jewish thought 
that they have no other inter- 
pretation to offer of Israel’s 
Scriptures, Israel’s religion and 
Israel’s ideals and aspirations and 
hopes, than those suggested by 
their natural opponents, slavish- 
ly following their opinions, copy- 
ing their phrases and repeating 
their catchwords.”

Dear Mr. Neumann: 

May I call your attention to an 
outstanding demonstration in 
Philadelphia, held on Sunday be- 
fore the Zionist Emergency Coun- 
cil. The details of that demon- 
stration might be of consequen- 
tial importance in implementing a 
dynamic program of Zionist ac- 
tion throughout the country. 

Last summer the local council 
of the American Jewish Congress 
appointed a committee to organ- 
ize some adequate expression of 
resentment and protest against 
British policy in Palestine. As a 
member of this committee, 
urged that a public demonstration 
and protest parade should be the 
most appropriate expression of 
that -2ntiment on our part. This 
suggestion was accepted. Subse- 
quent steps were wisely taken by 
Congress to call in various groups 
and organizations in this city, 
without regard to creed, color, or 
nationctity, and thus transform 
this parade into a mighty com- 
munal manifestation of solidarity 
with Jewish Palestine. 


A larger Committee was or- 
ganized on a non-political and 
non-sectarian basis, It represented 
the humble and nameless masses 
of both Jews and non-Jews. The 
leaders of the committee, with 
Wm. Ritz as executive director, 
were mostly men and women who 
do not occupy any conspicuous 
place in the community. Needless 
to say that there hardly was any 
money in the treasury, all through 
the weeks that the committee 
was groping with its problems. 
Yet, in spite of these handicaps, 
the task was amazingly well ac- 
complished. For, on Nov. 3, over 
30,000 men, women and children, 
of all racial and denominational 
extraction, marched through the 
center of Philadelphia to Inde- 
pendence Square, where one of 
the most impressive protest meet- 
ings was held, with Dr. D. Polig, 
Sen. F. Meyers, former Senator 
Guy Gillette and other disting- 


WHILE DOING RESCUE WORK IN EUROPE 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

In your Nov. 8 edition, you 
printed a letter requesting infor- 
mation about the Hebrew Com- 
mittee of National Liberation and 
its satellite groups. Your answer 
to that request was generally 
vague and misleading. I am 
therefore, submitting the follow- 
ing known facts for the consider- 
ation of your reading public. 

1. The Hebrew. Committee of 
National Liberation, the Ameri- 
can League for a Free Palestine, 
and various other groups, past 
and present, are all run by the 
same small group of men, head- 
ed by Peter Bergson, originally 
of Palestine. The activities of 
most of these groups consist in 
the main of full page ads in the 
New York newspapers request- 
ing funds for grandiose schemes, 
which rarely materialize in any 
form. 

2. About three years ago a 
campaign was undertaken by 
these individuals to save Ruman- 
ian Jews at $50 a head. Nothing 
came of it. 

3. Since May a large scale ad- 
vertising campaign has been run 
by the American League for a 
Free Palestine for funds to move 
Jews underground from Europe 
to Palestine. “Give us $250 to 
save a Jew”, “We did it before, 
we can do it again”, and similar 
slogans have been spread across 
Newspapers and other ads. To 
date, not a ship has been pur- 
chased by these people, not a Jew 
moved by them from Europe to 
Palestine. 

4.In their play “A Flag is 
Born” these individuals take 
credit for shipping purchased by 
Haganah, the Jewish Army of 
Palestine which is doing the job 
of moving Jews from Europe to 
Palestine. They claim credit for 
activities of Haganah in rescue 
and resistance work. They go so 


far as to claim that they are 
porting Haganah financially. Ang 
on the strength of these spurioug 
claims, they have collected large 
sums of money, none of which 
has found its way into the trea. 
sury of Haganah. Their own ag 
tivities continue to be nonexig. 
tent except in newspaper ads. 

5. The writer of this letter wag 
for 15 months a Chaplain in the 
U. S. Army overseas in Germany 
and Czechoslovakia. During that 
time I was in close contact with 
the men and women of Haganah 
and in a small way assisted them 
in transporting Jews to Pales. 
tine. I never saw an agent of any 
of the groups run by Peter Berg. 
son and was never able to find 
any trace of their personnel, 
their money, or their work. 

6. I call your attention to arti. 
cles in the New York newspapers 
of this date, Nov. 14, which quote 
a broadcast of “Kol Yisroel,” the 
radio voice of Haganah. The He. 
brew Committee of National Lib. 
eration and its satellites are 
there denounced as frauds and 
as a danger to the organized, dis. 
ciplined Zionist world, regardless 
of party or ideology. Specific 
mention is made in this broad. 
cast of the nonperformance of 
rescue functions by the Bergson 
group. 

7. The only tie the Bergson 
groups and personnel have with 
the Yishuv is an alleged contact 
with the Irgun Zvai Leumi, dis- 
sident terrorist group. This con- 
tact has been announced by the 
Bergson groups only in the last 
60 or 90 days. 

It is my feeling that American 
Jewry has a right to know the 
facts -about any group which al- 
leges to be serving our people.

Joachim was amenable and shortly after leaving 
the service wended his way to the Catholic school. Before he 
was admitted Joachim was required to present a letter from his 
rabbi attesting to his Jewishness. Boston College does not dis- 
criminate against members of other religions but refuses to ac- 
cept atheists even if they are potential All-American gridders. 

Joachim is very well liked by members of the faculty. When 
the Boston College team traveled to New York to meet N.Y.U., a 
priest stopped to chat with young Joachim on the train. “How are 
you making out in class, Ed?” inquired the Padre. “Oh, I am doing 
0.K. Father,” answered the Brooklyn boy. “I could stand a little 
help in physics though.” Without saying another word the priest 
seated himself next to the Jewish lad and tutored him in physics 
‘all of the way to New York.

Known as a hard worker, Gold- 
berg has always been among the 
leaders in the ground gaining de- 
partment. In 1941 and 1942 Gold- 
berg topped the Cardinals in 
yards by rushing with 427 and 
369 respectively. Also known for 
his defensive ability, Goldberg 
paced the Cards in pass intercep- 
tions in 1941 with seven. He also 
has the record for returning a 
kickoff once for 95 yards, which 
is second only to Doug Russell's 
102 yard return in 1934. 

Goldberg is a member of Phi 
Epsilon Pi. . 
observing that “He left us too 
soon,” Smith’s letter Jaunches in- 
to a brisk sales-appeal for sub- 
scriptions to The Cross and the 
Flag.

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THE LIVES OF FAMOUS FOLK 


L JOLSON, memorial- 

ized in a current movie, 
“The Jolson Story,” claims 
he has that “knee-sprung 
look” now, after years of 
falling on his knees and 
whipping audiences to a 
high pitch of pathos and 
sentimentality. Said to be 
the “greatest master of 
hokum in show business,” 
Jolson is today, at 60, al- 
most as indefatigable as he 
was nearly 40 years ago 
when he discovered “Mam- 
my” and America discov- 
ered him in a San Francisco 
show. 


The Jolson story has its 
beginning in Russia on May 
26, 1886, where Al’s original 
name was Asa Yoelson. Al 
came with his parents to 
Washington, D. C., when he 
was seven: His father was 
a Rabbi and for a time, 
young Al wanted to be a 
cantor. Then the acting 
germ got in his blood and 
motivated him to run away 
from home on a series of 
occasions to sing in cafes, 
saloons and circuses. 


His first appearance in 
the theater was in 1899 in 
“Children of the Ghetto.” 


Next came a string of min- 
strel shows when Al adopt- 
ed the blackface act that 
later .made him famous. 
Pinch-hitting for one of the 
stars during the San Fran- 
cisco appearance, Jolson 
went over with the audi- 
ence in a big way, and in 
his first New York show in 
1911 he was an instant hit. 


Jolson spent 14 years on 
the stage before Hollywood 
introduced him to movie’s 
millions, and in 1927 he ap- 
peared in “The Jazz Singer,” 
first talking picture. 

His radio work began in 
1932. Jolson’s popularity 
waned in 1939, but in 1940 
he came back to Broadway 
in “Hold Onto Your Hats.” 
Jolson has had four wives, 





among them Dancer Ruby 
Keeler, No. 3, and 21-year- 
old Erle Galbraith whom he 
married in 1945. He has a
